He made a very telling speech, des- 
cribing-how his own belief in the guilt'of 
Dreyfus was first shaken and then com-' 
pletely changed to the conviction that he 
ivas innocent. Traricux recounted a con- 
versation he had with a foreign ambassR- 
<l.jr, who declared that Dreyfus never had 
relations with him or suiy officer of Ins 
country, while the ambassador uddcd. he 
•p,->ssewicd documents proving .the guilt of 
Estorhazy.

instance, caries, periositis and fractures; 
scare, inflammation or congestion of tho 
nerve tissue'itself ^affections of-ohe nerve 
sheath, are frequent ^uses. Then there 
are 'the constitutional causes—genii, rheu- 
matism, constitutional taint, ajmema, cer- 
tain diseases of tlhc'nervous-system and 
poisoning by mercury, iodide of .potassium 
and lea.d.

Gen." Lee la the only commander who 
has responded. Ho begins his 'repo'n 
by statins .conditions In Havana anc 
Pluar del. Rio provinces are making 
rupld progress toward a.state of peace 
good order and prosperity. His repor 
in this respect Is very gratifying, in 
(Heating as it does that there Is not as 
much suffering from want' ot food as 
is often asserted In unofficial reports 


Turning to recommendations, Gen, 


Loe urges the taldnc of a census as a 
first step toward the establishment of 


. eolf-governmoat. He thialcs the next 
step should be the careful considera- 
tion of tho question of suffrage for the 
Cubans. He takes it for granted thore 
•will bo elections 1>y the natives, and ho 
points out the importance.of. wise ac- 
tion In determining the Qualifications 
of'voters. 


Ho recommends an independent re- 


publican government,' with a president, 
a vlco-presldout and a congress. He 
ivoul'd have this established soon, and 
advises tho holding of a general olec- 
•tion for tho .selection of those officers. 
Ho says nothing about a constitution, 
leaving it to be inferred that he either 
overlooked that stop or would have 
It left to the Cubaa congress to pro- 
ride after Its' installation; in office, 
'in this connection ho lays stress,upon 
tho need of a system of jurisprudence 
suitable for an Independent govern- 
ment and so guarded as to secure Jus- 
tice to tho people, 
• Gen. Leo evidently forsees that -while 
•the United States might provide Cuba 
[with a model system of government the 
Inatives -would be likely to spoil it in 
ftho administration, and he has sub- 
mitted c-.^ofstlona for keeping the 
.government machinery running along 
]Ines that commend themselves to tho 
"^American mind. He says the United 
States should keep a strict supervision 
over Cuba until itaVepubllcan govern- 
ment Is completed and firmly estab- 
lished. 


Even after.relieving tho Cubans in 


'part of American protection he would 
4iave United States troops maintained 
in tho island to protect Americans and

If wheat succeeds 
barley, the plowing may sometimes be 
done in July. But with oats the crop 
Is not usually harvested early enough 
to do any plowing before August But 
the Importance of early plowing Js 60 
generally appreciated that we -have 
known farmers to begin plowing for 
wheat before the last'load- of grain 
was taken from the field. The roller j m grass, 
should always closely follow the plow 
after midsummer. 
There Is. usually 


some moisture in the soil when first 
plowed. If the furrow Is at once com- 
pacted, this moisture will be preserv- 
ed, and it will usually start the stub- 
ble to rotting, which will make more 
moisture. • After every little rainfall 
the surface soil should be cultivated 
two or three Inches deep. In this way 
as good a eec-d bed can be made ou 
stubble plowed early as used to be 
secured on a clover sod summer fal- 
lowed in June and worked all through 
the summer. • The stubble seed bed 
was really the best, for the rule was to 
work it only on tbe surface and make 
the soil below as compact atr possible.

To increase the 'product without in- 
creasing the expense or to decrease the 
expense more than tbe decrease in 
value of the product Is often found a 
necessity. 
The man who cannot-do 


one or other of these things is likely 
to want to sell out to the man who can 
or to find himself falling behind and 
sold out. After- land has been seeded 
to grass the expense -is only the har- 
vesting until reseedlng Is necessary. 
If pastured, the expense of harvesting 
Is nearly eliminated;- The value of the 
product may be less than when culti- 
vated crops aro produced, but the ex- 
pense is far less, so that if there are 
margins of profit in either case those

The American' Agriculturist makes a 
number of dUcreet suggestions; If the 
orchard and garden through neglect 
have beon left during June and July to 
care for themselves; vigilance should 
ha exercised in maintaining an even 
development both in roots and limbs. 
A neglected condition may be remedied 
by mowing the grass and weeds before 
tbe seed Is ripe and piling it about the 
stalks as far out ae the roots extend. 
At this time also a careful watch 
should be kept for the tent caterpillar 
and borer. Do not forget tbe woolly 
aphis and white grub, which are the 
most destructive during the hot, dry 
season, when trees, and plants are 
'struggling to maintain- the growth. 
There In more Injury to the orchard, 
.and garden from these two insects 
than most-growers realize. In fact,, 
tho woolly aphis and white grub pave 
the way for the first stages of some of 
the fatal diseases and insect attacks 
on the orchard. 


One of the bost remedies for the 


woolly apbts Is tobacco dust or tobacco 
stems. Dig down until tbe large roots 
are found, place in tho dust or stems 
and repack the soil. With young trees 
and shrubs, remove the dirt with cnre, 
uear the body apply the dust or steins 
and put back the soil. This remedy will 
prove effectual and If applied In time 
will save many trees. For the white 
grtib apply wood anlies, air slaked lime 
or salt around the trees of plants to 
the full extent of the roots, In propor- 
tion to the size of the tree. Use from 
one pint up to one-hale bushel of ashes 
or limp to the tree and from one-half 
pint to one gallon of salt. There Is 
more danger of getting too little than 
.too much.of either Bait,, ashes, or lime.

Potato Stalk Beetle. 


The potato stalk beetle remains from 


the time of Its development In August 
until tbe next spring iu the host plant. 
By pulling up the affected vines, let- 
ting them die and burning them most 
of the. beetles will be killed. The bee- 
tles are also fond of tbe nettles, cock- 
lebur, jlmson weod and ground cherry, 
according to a Kansas station bulletin.

"The effect o£ the McGee brothers' 


preaching—especially of John McGee— 
at a Presbyterian quarterly meeting on 
the banks of the Red river, Kentucky, 
was so startling and seemed so clearly 
to indicate that it was the result of 
divine agency or some mysterious force 
possessed by the preacher, that the 
news of the occurrence spread rapidly 
in all directions throughout that part 
of the state and attracted unbounded 
interest," writes Clifford Howard in 
the Ladles' Home Journal. "If It did 
not at once awaken a responsive re- 
ligious feeling, it at least excited curi- 
osity and when it was learned that ths 
McGee brother* were to hold a meet- 
ing at Russellville, Ky.. a newly set-' 
tied town in Logan county, near the 
Muddy'river, persons from .all parts of 
the adjoining country, irrespective of 
the'ir. .religious beliefs or church, al- 
legiance, prepared .to .attend. It soon, 
became evident that the four walls of 
a country meeting-house would, not suf- 
fice to hold the large numbers, that 
-were making ready to go: to Russell- 
vllle. The. problem thus presented was 
solved- by • determining • to. hold , the 
meeting in the open- air. Those com- 
ing from a distance were prepared to 
camp; It would be no hardship to them 
to remain out of doors. The recent 
experience at Red river had proved 
this. 
It was not expected by those 


who were coming that the lodging ac- 
commodation at the village of Russell- 
ville would be sufficient by any means. 
Why, therefore!, attempt to house ^a 
people? Prepare a camping ground 
and let the meeting be a 'camp' meet- 
Inij. 
This, then, was the origin of 


camp meetings; and the first one held 
In America was on the banks' of us 
Muddy, near Russellville, Ky., In tia 
month of August, 1799—100 years ago.

Ravenel, the scientist, has taken 


rarlous forms ot micro-organisms, 
such as anthrax spores dried on silk 
threads, recently grown cultures of 
diphtheria, on blood eerum and cultures 
of the tj-phoid fever bacillus and th» 
bacillus prodlgiosus (the three latter 
organisms also placed on silk threes 
before exposure, some of the threads 
being allowed to remain moist), and 
exposed them to liquid air, which has 
a temperature of 12 degrees Fahrenheit 
itelow zero. The time of 
exposure 


varied from one minute to three hours 
for tho anthrax spores, and for briefer 
maximum periods for the other micro- 
organisms. In no case were the bac- 
teria Rilled, and Ravenel believes that 
cold cannot be relied upon as a disin- 
fectant

HEROIC LIFE-SAVERS. 


Eren Bon »nd GlrlD Hsvo Earned Medals 


of Honor. 


But by far the greater number of 


medals for heroism displayed In saving 
life from drowning have been award- 
ed to individuals—people from 
the 


most varied walks of life: men of high 
social position, Western Indians, a 
Southern negro,, pleasure seekers along 
the coast, a-Japanese cabin, steward, 
steamboat men, and officers and men of 
the United States army, navy and rev- 
enue cutter service. Every section ot 
the country seems to -have contributed 
fcs hero or heroes to y« roll of honor. 
There are also.heroines on that roll. A 
number oi' .women cold silver medals, 
and two women tho gold medal. Silver 
medals have also been awarded to mere 
boys and girls for displays of daring 
far beyond their years. Frederick Ker- 
nochan was a lad when he received a 
silver medal for saving a woman from 
drowning In the Naveslnk river near 
Highlands. N". J.. and Marie D. Parsons, 
a girl of only 18 years, when she res- 
cued a child at Fireplace, L. I. Nor 
was Edith Morgan of Hamliu, Mich.. 
much beyond girlhood when she tried, 
with her rather and brother, to row to 
a vessel capsized three miles out Beat- 
en back -by the heavy seas, she aided In 
clearing away the logs and driftwood 
from the beach so as to make a track 
for the surfboat At a previous rescue 
she had stood for six hours In the 
snow, hauling at the lifeline. In landing 
'sailors from a wreck. --Would I could, 
add to thi-,5 record tlioee unknown be- 
roes—"greater than those who aro 
known"—whose heroism lacks a human 
reward because they not only risked 
but lost their lives In tho endearor to 
save others. Would there were a roll 
of the unhonored and unsung! Tha. 
medal list Is a long one, tint the roll 
of the perished longer. Occasionally a 
memorial like tho Brokaw Fhild, at 
Princeton, which commemorates the 
heroism of Frodortek BroKaw, tao 
Princeton student wno gave Us life to 
save two servants from dro\roinfr, re-' 
minds us of one or another of these 
sacrifices. But far more frequently a 
grave In an unfrequented churchyard, 
or a proud pans In a woman's heart, is 
tho only memorial of the 
hero."—Century Magazine.

The num-ber oa tho sliding scale- op- 
posite which the glass cube stopped Is 
the- distance of the object 
from 
the 


point of observation. The elevation of 
the point of attack is then figured by 
a comparison of the distance with the 
dimensions of the figure on the cube to 
which the point of attack was brought 
to agree. This method of determining 
range Is still crude, but it Is certainly 
original, and many naval officers say 
that It can In time unquestionably be 
developed Into a very Ingenious and 
expeditious method of arriving at the 
distance and height of the object to be 
fired upon..

THE SIBERIAN LINE. 


Ax Enormool IncroM" 1»- Murder «nd 


Hobb^iT—Attack* on' T*i*ln»» 


' 'The St. Petersburg corresppoaileat 
of the London Giooe writes:, 


The-'"Bourse Gazette" has;:juBt pub- 


lished the following letter from a cor-, 
resiponden-t at Tomsk, in -which the 
past and piweent conditions In Siberia 
are well depicted. 
' "The new life" of"the country nW» 
being called into existence by the con- 
struction-of tbe Siberian railway is- 
verr clearly to be discerned even at 
this moment. An immense stream ot 
settlers ,1s colonizing tracts of lands 
-which hitherto have scarcely been tra- 
versed, even by the hunter; commer- 
cial men and.all kinds 'of nomadic peo- 
ple In search of an easy, livelihood are 
quickly, rousing the country, from its 
lone sleep of centuries. 
As a protest 


against this disturbance of the old or- 
der of things, there-has come about an 
enormoua-increaae In the murders, rob- 
bery, theft, and all klc<Js of evil deeds. 
In the regions traversed by the line, 
and.In the adjacent towns and villages, 
this state of lawlessness Is increasing 
at-a-rapid-rate; It may with truth to 
said that scarcely a day passes in tn« 
towns of Siberia without the occur- 
rence of a case of robbery, murder, 
or of some such violent act.. Even tlid 
trains are attacked, the.railway guards 
are robbed, the railway wagons and 
depots are frequently plundered, pri- 
vate houses have been broken into and 
wh'ole families have been killed by 
these bands of vagrf.nt robbers. 
In 


Irkutsk 'there has • been formed 
a 


.Rogues' Club, .which carries on crime 
In a systematic manner. All along the 
line of railway life and property are In, 
continual danger, and at Tomsk, Kras- 
noyarsk.and Irkutsk one cannot go 
about the streets at night without, bc;- 
i'ng armed. This state of allalrs con- 
tinued Ior some time to be confined, to 
'the; Immediate vicinity of the line, ana 
jremote-villages .were leffuiuiisturbed. 
Yenlsselsk, Yakutsk anil .Barnaul iitd- 
DOS until recently felt the effects of.the- 
"neAv-life;'"'now,1, however; these large- 
and flourishInlg towns have' attracted; 
the-'nndesirnble attention- of the -mar 
raudirig ban-ds, and the result is that 
crime is 'rapidly' inoreasinig in these 
three- towns'.-. Especially -reraarkaDla 
is the Influence'exercised 'by the rail- 
way-upon the resident-peasants; many 
of them abandon husbandry and take 
to a wandering existence; a visit to the 
nearest railway station has filled them 
with a desire to travel, and, true, tc, 
the Russian character, they give them; 
selves up "to trade and speculation. •
